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1 . Claims 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 15, lines 1-2, the phrase "forming a vertical groove in said insulator over said 
memory array" is unclear as to how a single groove formed over a plurality of memory 
cells. It is believed that a plurality of vertical grooves in said insulator over the plurality 
of memory cells in said memory array; lines 2-3, the phrase "said insulator in said 
periphery" is unclear because none of the parent claims discloses an insulator formed in 
the periphery. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-14 are allowed. 

3. Claims 1 5-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
